Jewish War Vets’ Should Drop Pacific Argument 


The decision of the Executive Council of the 
Jewish War Veterans of the United States to con. 
tinue the long-explained controversy over whether 
Or not Jews are pacifists, which had its inception 
in original error, is as unwise as it is likely to 
redound to the discredit, if it has not already done 
so, of the War Veterans. 


When The New York Times reporter carelessly 
allowed his article on the meeting of the Central 
Conference of American Rabbis in Cape May, N. 
J., this summer to state that the Reform Rabbi- 
nate has asked for exemption from military serv- 
ice of ALL Jews, his misconception was unfortu- 
nate. The day following the printing of the ori- 
ginal story, The Times carried a full correction, 
and it was explained that the rabbis had asked 
for exemption for those Jews who have religious 
scruples against war participation, 

Unfortunately, the first story gained wide cre- 
dence and, as is often the case, the retraction was 
not seen by many who took umbrage at one 
branch of Judaism declaring, as they had not ac- 
tually done, that Jews as a whole would like to 
escape fight, even for their own nation, 

Immediately Rabbi Philip Bernstein, chairman 
of the peace committee of the C. C. A, R., denied 
the assertion in the original Times story, and 
pointed out that the paper had made a retraction 
the following day. Despite Rabbi Bernstein’s 
statement, the Jewish War Veterans denounced 


the stand of the C. C, A. R, Following this move, 
Rabbi Samuel Marcuson, secretary of the C, C. A. 
R., sent out another statement to the same effect 
as that of Rabbi Bernstein. Evidently even this 
declaration did not appease the War Veterans. 

The newest move of the Jewish Veterans will 
bring the resolution before the Pittsburgh nation- 
al encampment, Once again the whole silly con- 
troversy will be dragged through the public press, 
The C. Cc. A. R. has explained its move to the sat- 
isfaction of every thinking Jew or non-Jew, paci: 
fist or soldier. 

The War Veterans might do well to remember 
a controversy that ran for weeks in the letter col- 
umn of this paper. At that time Commander Poss, 
Jewish head of the American Legion Post in Chat- 
tanooga, pointed out that since Jews were very 
welcome in existing veteran organizations, there 
was very little justification for organizing a strict- 
ly Jewish group, which, if anything, led to a defi- 
nite separatism. The War Veterans certainly 
have been a beneficient influence in American 
Jewish life. They are among the first to endorse 
the boycott of German-made goods, Wherever 
they have organized they have stood as a symbol 
of the Jew’s patriotism and loyalty to the land of 
his adoption, 

The Veterans would do well to delete the dis- 
cussion of the resolution from their Pittsburgh 

encampment. 


Restraint - - - Courage Or Cordance? 


A dum-dum bullet out of the black of night 
squished into the skull of a man of science, Dr. 
Levi Billig, first docent of Oriental Sciences in 
the Arab section of the Hebrew University on Mt, 
Scopus, robbing the Arabs and the world wantonly 
of what advancement his obliterated brain might 
have brought about, Just as wantonly groves and 
forests, built up laboriously even as Dr, Billig had 
acquired his knowledge, are ruthlessly destroyed. 
Sleeping children are murdered in their beds. 

And still Jews refrain from attacking, sufficing 
themselves with arming for defense. Their re 
markable restraint is commented on. 

It may be restraint, and it may be cowardice. 

But while bullets rain On passing buses and 
trains, taking their inevitable toll, and while 
groves and forests are uprooted and burned, the 
Jew continues to eke out his advance day by day, 
not against the Arab forces, but against the 
forces which defeated the Arabs more than a thou. 
sand years ago—the forces of nature, The Hebrew 
University Board of Governors, meeting in Zurich, 
Switzerland, decides to add four new departments 


to the school’s curricula, 
at Tel Aviv. 

There can be no question of cowardice now. 
The restraint is the Jews’ answer to lawlessness, 
The Jew is not willlng to give up his blessed im- 
migration into the land which, at this writing, 
may already have been denied him, and he may 
not take up arms to attack his aggressors, but to 
show his complete determination he continues his 
progress, and gives up his life so that this prog- 
ress may go on uninterrupted. Death is prefer- 
able to any action which might prejudice the 
Jews’ case against more immigration of those 
yearning thousands whose homes in Europe have 
these many years been hell for them. 


This is real courage. It is more than courage, 

Fighting is partly its own reward, even if the 
result be defeat, There is a certain nobleness in 
fighting. But the Jew is yielding even this meagre 
satisfaction, and taking up arms only where neces- 
sary for defense, This indeed is more than 
courage,

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Immigration Halt 
Seems Certain As 
Parley’s Outcome 


JERUSALEM (JTA)—With vio 
lence unabated, the twenty-week- 
old Arab general strike was be 
lieved nearing its end, bringing 
with it the concomitant fear that 
Jewish immigration into Palestine 
would be halted by the govern- 
ment, 

Negotiations between high Arab 
dignitaries and the government 
through the mediation of Iraq’s 
foreign minister, Nuri Pasha as- 
Said, disclosed that High Commis- 
sioner Sir Arthur Grenfell Wauch- 
ope had submitted assurances that 
Jewish entry would be stopped and 
amnesty declared for individual 
Arabs now imprsoned if the strike 
and the accompanying violence 
ceases. 

The Iraq statesman informed the 
Arab leaders that immigration sus- 
pension would follow within a fort- 
night if attacks on Britons and 
Jews ended. 

Counter-proposals by the Arabs 
consisted of demands for complete 
amnesty for all natives held for 
particpation in the disorders which 
started last April and a written 
governmental guarantee that Jew- 
ish immigration would be suspend- 
ed, | 
Disorder Continues 

Meanwhile, Arab disorders flared 
anew in various parts of the coun- 
try, resulting in the deaths of 20 
Arabs and the wounding of many 
others, British troops arrested 30 
Arab youths, members of promi- 
nent families, after a search of the 
Jaffa Football Club uncovered a 
eache of bombs and infernal ma- 
chines, 

Similar explosives carefully 
packaged and addressed to Jewish 
residents were discovered by the 
Criminal Investigation Department 
inthe Tel Aviv railway station. Po- 
lice broadcast warnings against 
opeging packase received from un- 
known sources, 

Arabs for Proposal 

Indication of the more lenient at- 
titude of the government to Arab 
leaders was seen in the release of 
Auni Bey Abdul Hadi, a leader of 
the Arab youth movement, from a 
concentration camp at Sarafend.

Rebels Order Kehillas 
Disbanded In Morocco 

TANGIER, International Zone, 
Morocco (JTA)—Rebel authori- 
ties have ordered the dissolution 
of Jewish communal administra- 
tive bodies in Spanish Morocco. 
Jewish homes in Tetuan, where 
Jewish leaders have been arrest- 
ed and the community forced to 
“contribute” $60,000 to the rebel 
cause, are now occupied by in- 
surrectionist troops.

U.S. Legislators 
Urge Britain To 
Take Firm Stand 


WASHINGTON (JTA)— Devel- 
opments in the Palestine situation 
came in the face of appeals to 
Great Britain from four Senators 
and two Representatives to take 
immediate steps to halt Arab dis. 
orders and not to weaken despite 
current terrorism. The legislators 
also requested that the flow of 
Jewish immigration be continued 
at its normal status. 

Max Rhoade, Washington attor- 
nye, a representative of the Zion- 
ist Organization of America, an- 
nounced receipt of telegrams from 
Senators William H, King, of Utah, 
David I, Walsh of Massachusetts, 
Morris Sheppard of Texas and Ar- 
thur Capper of Kansas, and Repre- 
sentatives John J. O'Connor, ma: 
jority leader, and Isaac Bachrach 
of New Jersey, 

The cable from Senator King 
was sent from San Juan, Puerto 
Rico, in his capacity as president 
of the American Palestine Commit- 
tee, formed a number of years ago 
under the sponsorship of the late 
Vice President Curtis, Senators 
Robert F. Wagner, William E, Bo. 
rah, Robert M, LaFollette, Jr., and 
other prominent non-Jewish 
friends of the Jewish homeland 
movement. The cable says: 
Senator Alarmed 

“As president of the American 
Palestine Committee, I have fol- 
lowed with much anxiety and con- 
cern the serious disorders for the 
past few months in Palestine. 

“t do not wish at this time to 
discuss the reasons for American 
justified interest in the satisfac. 
tory administration of the Pales. 
tine mandate, Suffice it to say 
that these reasons go back to 
President Wilson’s support of Zion- 
ism at the Peace Conference, The 
subsequent mandate convention 
with Great Britain, and the Joint 
Lodge-Fish Resolution adopted by 
Congress in 1922, and approved by 
President Harding. 

“Most of us, including myself, 
have refrained from any public ex- 
pression with regard to Great 
Britain’s policy since the com- 
mencement of the current disor 
ders in Palestine several months 
ago, However, not only has the 
British Government failed to curb 
the Arab terror, but the situation 
is now more alarming than ever, 
despite the presence of 15,000 
troops in the country, This is very 
curious and disturbing. 

“I am convinced we can rely on 
the good faith of Great Britain to 
carry out her pledge to the Jews 
and to the League of Nations for 
the establishment of the Jewish 
National Home in Palestine. I 
therefore strongly urge that if 
there has been any indecision or 
lack of firmness by the local offi- 
cials in utilizing the resources at 
hand to stop the terror, such a 
mistake should be rectified by im-
